"The Ottaa.a Recreation Ccnmis.sion. operates 8 Community Centres -.ith municipal tax 
funds. These, epntre^s. a.fc housed in public and separate schools and offer programme 
from one to foui* nights' ;pc.k te throe age groups primarily: juveniles’ (10-14), teen- 
age and adult. In each centre there is a st-.ff kjaded by the director - as yet v;g"‘ 
have only three full-time directors clthow,;h a.H of the Centres need thorn. Our budget 
just c-nnot afford more.. The st^ff is helped by the Tccn-agc Council, Adult Council 
•■•md other community people. 

I.Ly o‘..'n.;..'a*k is chiefly -concorned -.;ith tlic teen-age . pro gr^.nne , This *is iUrthor devclr 
op:od than .th’G' juvenile- .or adult progra.imnes, rrinly because there is stich a. need for, 
healthy tccn-r.gp repreatipn r.t present, Everj’’ Frid y night is a tecn-ago social even- 
ing at all the Centres with dancing, a-.all g^aes, movies and so on. On other nights 
during the week, there are boys’ mid girls’ gjorts, glee clubs, press clubs', dramatic 
groups, jazz appreciation - anything a group desires. This progr£dar.ie is planned and . 
executed by the Community Teen-age Council who are elected annually. The director is 
their adviser and- helps them to produce what the members -./ant. There are iijter-corr.iin- 
ity and city-wide events in most of the activities which, are planned by the OttaiTa 
Teen-age Counc-ils *' Rxeeutive, This group is made up of two appointees from each of 
the Camunity Teen-age Councils and have me as their adviser. 

Among some of their accomplishments to date are several Condances (Community Dances) 
held in the Coliseu:’.'. herd Trf.th anywhere from throe to five thousand .tpens attendir.g, 
inter-cammunity’b’asl:etball, volleyball and table-tennis tournaments and a Corn (drama) 
Festival, They- are a live ivire bunch and a joy to worlc with o\'en if they do keep .me 
stepping, Cne of our biggest prdblers at present is staff. It seems that all the 
good people in-'CttaiTa are so busy they just can’t tal:e on any more. If any Phys. Eds. 
in OttaiTa are trying to fill one or t o evenings a week, one of our Centres could do 
that quite easily,"

Butlin.’s advertise the "Holiday of a lifetime" and to the Canadian eye, the Butlin’s' 
CaiEJS were most interesting because of their uniqueness. There are six ButliJi’s Holi- 
day Camps, They are not camps in our sense of the v;ord, but are Holiday -Villages-by- 
tho-Sea, providing a holiday free of cares and extra expenses for England’s working 
and middle clae^es. The initial cost, approximately '‘.i>Z0, covers all enter tainr.ient 
including a baby-sitting progroirie. As tlie camps arc shnilor, wo shall refer to Filoy 
on the Yorkshire coast where we spent three r’.ost enjoyable months on the Entertainment 
Staff. Filey spreads over several acres. The acconmodatioii, rows of chalet not unlDcb 
our tourist cabins, provides for* a capacity of 6,000 ccripers - grandparents, parents, 
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y6ung people, aiid children of all ages. Tlie half-nile walk to the sea ends in a 
scranble down the cliffs to reach that lovely blue expanse of bay ,.lth chalk cliffs 
at the SDuth end a::d rocky f’iley Brigg at the porth. There are 4 dining halls in. 
which canpers and staff are fed. Each person is put at a table of eight for his holi- 
day week. The entertainnent staff is scattered thrpu^^out to keep things active, even 
at meals, from the 'pretended peading 6f s(;r.:e.' hapless soul’s nail to the draping of an 
entertaiinent nor.iber’s face with rice pudding. A pe.raon obtains sone exercise by 
merely walking fron one place to* the next. How.^yer, for the more active individual an 
80 yard outdoor pool or the sea provide in.vigorating swir.ziing. . j\lso 13 tennis courts, 
lawn bowling, roller skating on a rink, boatiiig on an artificial lal:e, a soccer field, 
croquet, golf putting, and cycling, give outdoor activities, and of course, there are 
playgrounds for the kiddies. 

For the rainy weather and the evenir^s a complete indoor programme is organized. 

There are two theatres in which variety shows and plays are produced by resident pro- 
fessional artists. Veekly, guest artists who are well-known on the "wireless" pay a 
visit. The theatre orchestra shares its time betv’een theatre and ballroom. In the 
latter this orchestra provides music for oldrtime de-.ncing. The Viennese Ballroom with 
vines growing from the roof, is surrounded by balconies built like old houses. A 
second grand^allroorii, the Regency, has mirrored walls -and chandeliers to add atmos- 
phere to the beautiful inlaid floor. ICodern changeable coloured lighting completes 
the picture for a waltz, quick 'Step, ff>-^ trot, or a tango. , 

This extensive programiiie was promoted by the 'Rad Coat" staff. .»*jach msnber was a 
specialist in some activity as well as helping with mahy activities. Two of us were 
swimTiiing instructors, knovrn as the Canac^ian red coats, "Crazy johnny was a profes- 
sional bcairoom dancer, and "Uncle Bill" Socialized in . the old folks programme. The 
list might go on to include a naval P.T.I., a LUyepean champion in roller skating, 

and rugby professionals, etc 'ilach person was provided with a bright red blazer 

to be ^-orn at all times ‘when on duty. The "Rod Coats" were kno-.m as "Jacks of all* 
■trades". As ballroom hosts, as ushers in the theatres, as parents to lost children, 
as clowns, as stooges to be thrown into the w-.'ol, we Red Coats wore a never-eudihg" 
smile and were jovial to the extent that several thousand canpers, folia.: ing our ex- 
ample, enjoyed the best "holiday of a lifetime"!

Dramatics, Techniques of Group Discussion and Social .Re- 
creation form the basis of the course and ’.:e have had an excellent response throughout. 
The Folk School, held for the second time this year, is a fascinating experiment and 
has proved it^.elf in many ymys. Again this is a co-operative effort between our own ' 
Division, Adult Education and the Extension Division of the Dept;of Agri culture. Spon- 
sored by the County Farm's Association, it is patterned after the Danish Folk Schools, 
the idea being to bring in potential leaders frcn the various ccrrununities for a 10-day 
course in residence. Residential life for many is a new experience and is a strong 
feature of the course,. .Courses include group discussion techniques centred around the 
farmer and his community; a study of the farmer and his farm; a study of the farmer and 
his province (Nova Scotia); dramatics; community singing; and recreation. During the 10 
days each student must lead a di scussL on,give a short talk to the group, lead s?i’.'-€ sing- 
ing, direct a game or dance and help in organizing and running the evening program. This 
is of, course the minimunwnany do much more as we try to let them take the lead wherever 
possible." -• ^ . 
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
